Tue telegrams we published last night 
enable some idea to be formed as to the 
course of the campaign in Turkey, It 
would seam that-the Russian army in 
Europe is advancing towards Dobruska, 
a district forming the north-east corner 
of Bulgaria, having the Danube both to 
the north and west; in fact that river 
bounds two sides of it, and the sea the 
third. The Russians crossed the Danube 
and occupied the same district under 
Gortschakoff in the Russo-Turkish war 
of 1853-56, and some of the severest 
conflicts fought by the Turks took place 
there. The country is said to be low, 
sterile and marshy, but destitute of 
water Gt to drink. It seems probable 
that the Turkish @eet will be able to: 
render the Turks some important ger: 
vices in preventing the crossing of the 
Danube—unless, indeed, some such 2 
catastrophe ocours as took place at Rus: 
tchuk on the same river. in . 1854, 
when a Turkish flotilla was entirely de- 
stroyed by the Russias under Schilders, 
The telegrams state thet. the’ Turkish 
ironclad squadron ia at-Galatz, an im- 
portant. fortified town about 100 miles 
up the Danube. _ If it is true, therefore, 
that the Russians are contemplating the 
crossing of the Danube in the neighbour- 
hood of Dobruska, the ironclads of’ Ho- 
bart Pacha will probably play an impor- 
tant part in any efforts made by the 
Torks to keep their invaders on the 
other side of the river, In these days 
of torpedoes and -heavy ordnance, how- 
ever, river fighting in ironclads must be 
rather ticklish work..
